CONVENTION HALL, CINCINNATI, June 22.— 
The hour of assembling of the convention has 
arrived and the great question of who will be 
the nominee is still as much a mystery as ever. 

There isan absence of noisy demonstrations 
upon the part of the friends of the candidates. 
A great amount of peradingis being done by 
the contingents, butamong the delegates there 
is quite earnest work going on. 

During the last twenty-four hours the Tilden 
men have somewhat recovered from the shock 
othts declination, and, although he may not 
be tormally nominated, he will receive votes 
from all over the country on 
the first ballot. The same may be said of Sey- 
mour, whose friends have agreed to consider 
him still in the feld. <A statement that 
any candidate’s prospects had been improved 
inthe past twelve hours would be reckless. 
The Illinois delegates in caucusthis morning 
decided to present Morrison’s name and vote 
as a unit for him as long as he has any show. 

THE NEW YORK CAUCUS. 

The most important meeting of the morning 
was thecaucus of the New York delegation. 
Delegate Dingsley says that in his opiniona 
majority ot the delegation is against Payne. 
Wythout New York Payne is not a Presidential 
possibility, as his State is divided, the Thur- 
man men being very bitter at their defeat yes- 
terday. On this Thurman question, his sup- 
porters donot consider their defeat inthe 
committee as final. They will present the old 
Roman to the convention and will vote for him 
as long as he is a possibility. 

MISSOURI PREFERENCES.

The crowds were in a good humor 
and loucly applauded eminent Democrats 
as they were recognized, Senator Vest being 
duly honored as he entered with the Missouri 
delegation. John helly came at 
the head of the contesting Tam- 
many delegation.

Theregular New York 
delegation was the last to come in, and 
excited some applause, but not so much 
as the Kelly crowd.

Gentlemen of the Conven- 
tion, our tathers, distrusting the popalar 
choice. established in each State 
nn Electoral College, to whose un- 
pleged action they sought to _ entrust 
the election of the chief megistrates of the Re- 
public.

ulning in the hearts of men; it quickens 
the thouehtof the statesman, nerves the arm 
of the soldier and doubles the energy of the 
toiler. It is found in the Roman precept, 
‘*Suum cuigue tribuere’’ and in the seit-evi- 
dent trut of the American patriot 
thrt all men are created equal. It is 
the unrelenting foe of despotism and commun- 


ism, whether open or sought to be 
hidden under the disguise of pater- 
nal governments. Its beneficent office 


in political affairs isto secure to every man 
the utmost possible liberty of action consist- 
ent with equal liberiy to every other. 
Yours is not therefore the office of in- 
vention but of promulgution,not to discover 
but to declare andto apply the Democratic 
principle tothe changing affairs of human 
society, and that this principle may have a liv- 
ing force in public concerns, you will nominate 
candidates Whose election will ensure its full 
fruition during the next presidential term. 
These duties no Democrat doubts that you will 
worthily perform, but you are called to their

TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD. 


Revival of the Operation in Modern 
Surgery. 
From the New York Times.! 

As amatter of curious information, it was 
noted some weeks ago, in the course of a 
brief description of anew instrument for the 
transfusion of blood, devised by Dr. A. Clen- 
dinen, of Fort Lee, that the operation has 
been increasing in popularity among physi- 
cians in general practice during the last few 
mouths, and is now favorably discussed by 
surgeons of bigh reputation. Dr. Clendinen, 
us a surgeon m the Confederate service, prac- 
ticed it with success asa life-saving measure 
in cases of threatened collapse from hemor- 
rhage, during the war, and has since perfected 
u method of operating with the in<trument, 
immersed in water heated a little above tissue 
temperature, wbich has been favorably spoken 
of in the Medical Society of the State of New 
Jersey. The experiments of Prof. T. Gail- 
lard Thomas, whose surgical rank is undis- 
puted, in transfusing moribund patients with 
milk rendered alkaline by forms of ammonia 
or soda, or injected without previous prepara- 
tion otber than attention totemperature, have 
been fully discussed in the medical and secu- 
Jar journals. Their successful issue Was un- 
doubvied, and tended to raise the y uestion-— 
settied bv recent experiments with albumen— 
of the capacity of such vital albuminous com- 
pounds as animal biood to digest and appro- 
piiate food, independent of gastric action. 
Tne digestive action of fresh blood on milk 
has been carefuliy observed by micro-physiol- 
ogists, by adding traces of the latter to small 
quantities of the former placed iu micro- 
scopic cells and maintained at an even tem- 
perature of ninety degrees Fahrenheit during 
the examigation. Blood, then, according to 
ese obsef¥ations, being capable of digesting 
milk, there is, to use the words of an emin- 
ent practitioner, no good reason why it 
should not digest beef-juice, nor why that et- 
ticient nutrition should not be injected direct- 
ly into the circulation in cases of extreme and 
persistent nausea, whether arising from gas- 
tric cancer, from simple gastritis, or from 
eauses less intimately understood than these 
dliseases.’* 

A very full and careful exposition of the 
present standing of transfusion was recently 
viven by Dr. Joseph W. Howe, Clinical Pro- 
fessor of Surgery in Bellevue Hospital Medi- 
cal College, before the Brooklyn Anatomical 
and Sutzical Society, without, however, 
raisine tbe fundamental question whether the 
blood of the inferior animals, as,for instance, 
the lamb or the calf, when iojected into the 
venous system of man, passes into the circu- 
lat iom uneltered, and becomes a part of the 
life-basis ofthe patient without metamorpho- 
sis, or Whether it is transformed and appro- 
priated by a process akin to digestion. There 
is also the question whether, when 
the blood has become deticient in corpus- 
cular elements by long- continued and 
wasting disease, the restoration of the normal 
specific gravity brougnt about by tranfusion 
is « fuctor inthe recovery. Or is the increase 
of volume important’ Or, finally, is the dis- 
turbance of the equilibrim, together withthe 
stimulant to heart action thus furnished,apri- 
mary factor in the amendment’ Poese are 
among the points the resuscitated popularity 
of the operation has raised witb experimental 
physioiogists, and their solutioa will no 
doubt be forthcoming in a few months, unless, 
as hus frequently occurred before after a brief 
notoriety, the subject drops into obiivion ia 
consequence of some untoward accident. 

Ovid, in his Metamorphoses, speaks of 
Mecca as renewing the youth and vitality of 
aged men by transfusing them with blood 
medicated with vegetable extracts; but it is 
not until the times of Savonarola that any 
authentic record of the operation as alife- 
suvirw measure occurs. The story is a familiar 
one. ope Innocent VIII., as he verged upon 
senility. became subject to attucks of coma, 
which menaced his life, and which his physi- 
cian thought he could avert by resort to trans- 
fusion withthe blood of « younger and more 
vigorous manhood. As be who supplied the 
Papal circulation would be essentially Pope, 
the physician did not tind it very difficult to 
obtain the services of two healthy young men. 
Illis method of procedure was first to bleed 
his Holiness, and thentoinject the blood 
taken from the Papal circulation into the 
veins of one of the young men. When it had 
been sufficiently renovated and imbued with 
vigor by circulating in the system of the self- 
sacrificing youth, the lad was bled prefusely, 
andthe supposedly rejuvenated Jife-current 
transferred tothe circulation ofthe Vontiff. 
‘The experiment was repeated with the second 
candidate, but the result was unsuccessful. 

This wes a case of venous transfusion. Li- 
Davio, in 1615, resuscitate:| the idea by con- 
necting the arteries of the giver and receiver 
with silver tubes, and iifty years later Lower, 
of Oxford, performed the series of experi- 
ments on does described in his work, *De 
corde item Motu, Colore et Transfusione San- 
guinis, et de Vena Sectione,”’ a copy of which 
(Leyden edition of 1708) was recently present- 
ed to the Anatomical and Surgical Society by 
Dr. E. H. Hartley, with a short disquisition 
on the book and the impulse given by Lower’s 
successful operations—as described in the 
‘*Philosophical Transactions” for 1666, and 
in his Jetter to Robert Boyle—tothe practice 
Ot transfusion in Europe. Lower’s process 
was to bleed a small dog until the auimal was 
moribund, then to connect the venous system 
of the dying creature with the cervical artery 
of a larger animal, witha heavier vascular 
pressure. When the smallerdog began to 
evince symptoms of plethora,the supplying ar- 

was tied, and the bieed- 
was repeated until vital exhaustion 
supervened. Lower continued tbe ex- 
periment until he had exhausted the circula- 
tion of two large dogs in repeatedly reviving 
the small one. He then closed the jugular 
vein, after, as he says, removing a quantity 
of blood equal to the weight of the animal’s 
body, and replacing it from the circulation of 
the two animals killed during the experi- 
ment. When reicased from the straps of the 
experiment table, the little fellow jumped 
down in the liveliest;possible manner,wagged 
his tail in token of satisfaction, rolled on the 
grass, and trotted off, sustained evidently by 
the consciousness of having done sometaing 
forscience. At least, such is a fair version 
of Lower’s not over-classical Latin. The rub- 
ber tubing, which plays such an important 
part in Clendinen’s instrument, Lower com- 
pensated with a section of the cervical artery 
of the horse, in order to connect his canulw 
with a flexible conductor, and to prevent the 
spasmodic struggles of the two animals from 
vitiating the experiment. 

Denis,of Paris, seized the idea as a remedial 
measure, and injected ten ounces of lamb', 
blood into the veins of a voung man who had 
been bied for fever until demise was immin- 
ent. The patient recovered. Denis’s next 
exploit was to transfuse an insane patient 
with nine ounces of cali’s blood. The man 
recovered bis mental balance, but was again 
attacked with aberration after afew months 
of sanity, and diedin a few dars. The death 
of this patient created adetermiued opp sition 
to transfusion, although it had once restored 
the man’s disordered wits; and the operation 
was forbidden by law, except under cireum- 
tahtes that rendered it impracticable.

From tie date of Denis’s operation until | 


1825; Dr. James Blondell, of London, 
repeated Lower’s experiments, and demon- 
strated that dogs could be resuscitated by 
transfusion after respiration and action of the 
heart bad been sus ed for four minutes, 
and they were virtually dead—as general 
death, in distinction from local or tissue 
death, is now understood by physiologists. 
Blondell also proved experimentally that ani - 
mal life could be maintained without food for 
three weeks by occasionally injecting fresh 
blood into the circulatory system. and was 
successful in a number of cases in averting 
death from hemorrhage. 

Prof. Howe cites Morton’s statistics, show- 
ing fifty-eight per cent of recoveries in the 
performance of the operation for hemorrhage, 
and then reverts to hisownexperience, which 
covers three successful cases in hemorrhage; 
one for malignant syphilitic uiceration, with 
pigmentation of the skin and ecthymatous 
postules; four of less marked vital degenera- 
tion than the preceding, but from the same 
cause, and a large number of cases of pul- 
monary consumption, in all of which tempo- 
rary improvement has followed. The most 
remarkable benefits were obtained, however 
in the cases of the meurable ulceration and 
decay of tertiary disease, the sores healing as 
if by magic, the pigmentation disap- 
pearing, and the pustular eruption yield- 
ing readily, where iodide of potassium, 
tonics and all the usual remedies had signally 
failed. Prof. Van Buren made oue of 
these cases the topic of a clinical dissertation 
not long ago. After the ulcers healed, the 
man, whose case was complicated with pul- 
monary phtbisis, had a severe attack of hem- 
orrhage from the iungs, for which he was 
again transfused. A third transfusion finish- 
ed the treatment; and when last reported the 
tuberculous deposits in the pulmonary svstem 
were gradualiy breaking down, and there was 
a good prospect of recovery for a man who 
had been an inmate of a pauper hospital for 
years. The case suggests that transfusion in 
leprosy might possibly eventuate in recovery, 
particularly if the blood introduced were to 
be previously treated with the hyposulphite 
of ammonia or of soda. Prof. Howe defibri- 
nates the blood to be injected and mixes it us- 
ually with ammonia. 

The advance in method of operating calls 
forarunning review. The old practice was 
to open a vein in the arm of the donor, re- 
move about seven fluid ounces, whip it with 
glass rods to detibrinate it, then strain it, and 
perfo)m the injection with a syringe of the 
common pattern. According to the state- 
ment of his paper, Prof. Howe’s original 
practice was to use Diiulafay's aspirator— 
a familiar instrument in the surgical shops— 
mixing the blood taken from the donor’s arm 
with a solution of ammonia, previously in- 
troduced into the cylinder of the instrument. 
This proved a very satisfactory mode of ope- 
rating, and in all the Professor performe1 
thirteen transfusions with it before Collin’s 
instrument attracted his attention. The 
latter consists of a basin- shaped re- 
servior, from the bottom of which au opening 
feeds the cylinder of an ordinary syringe 
placed at right angles to its perpendicular 
axis. A rubber tube terminating in a canula 
completes the instrument, with the exception 
of a ball valve guarding the entrance to the 
tube and excluding tue passage of air, while 
permitting that of a fluid of such high specitic 
Cravity as blood or milk. The point of the 
capula fits hermetically, by simple pressure. 
into the opening of a second canula contain- 
ing a probe-pointed stylet, which Prof. Howe 
prefers to the trocar for puncturing the walls 
of the vein. The instrument is warmedina 
basin of water of finely-graduated tempera- 
ture. 

Aveling's instrument, which that devised by 
Dr. Clendinen, although guarding more care- 
fully against clots and air-bubbles, closely re- 
tembles in principle aud mode of operation, 
differs from the Collin in transferring the 
blood directly from the giver to the receiver: 
but the risk of forming and introducing coa- 
gula, with blood not deprived of its fibrin, is, 
Prof. lowe thinks, a decidedly objectiona- 
bie feature. The instrument empioyed by 
Prof. Thomas, in his recent transfusions of 
milk (Medical Record for 1879) was a simpl. 
glass funnel, over the point of which was 
Gorawn arubver tube, furnished with acanula, 
to be introduced — — vein. 

In operating, the eral rule with expert 
surgeons is to select the cephalic vein just 
above the bend of the elbow, first cutting 
down upon it by a longitudinal incision with 
the scalpel or curved bistoury, then separat- 
ing it from the surrounding cellular tissue 
with the director. This done, lift the vessel 
from its bed, very gently, with the forceps, 
apd make a transverse incision sufliciently 
largeto introduce the canula. Ligation below 
the opening, and over the canula, involving 
the use of two ligatures in ali+—formerly re- 
varded as indispensable to the operation—has 
been abandoned by such expert operators as 
Prof. Howe, whose transverse incision acts 
like a valve, and enables the assistant to retain 


| the canula in place by a gentle pressure of tine 


linger. Theincisionin the cephalic vein of 
Jonor should Always be an 
aple one, in order to obviate the danger of 
coagulation while the operator is detibrinat- 
ing. The current is received in a cold vessel 
and beaten rapidiv with the glass rods for 
four or tive minutes, then strained through a 


piece of white satin into a glass vessel, waip- 


ped again with giass rods for two minutes, 
linally strained again through a second piece 
of white satin, and the dish set in a basin of 
water at a temperature of 110 Fahrenheit, 
where it remains for about five minutes, with 
the instrument and ali its connections, to in- 
sure perfect uniformity. During these tive 
minutes the operator exposes the cephalic 
vein of the patent, inserts the canula, closed 
by its stylet, and prepares for the work. 
‘Lbe further successive steps are to pour the 
seven or eight ounces of blood into the re- 
ceptacte of the instrument, whica now con- 
tains the required quantity of ammonlae solu- 
tion; draw the handle of the syringe, fill the 
cylinder, expel the air, withdraw the stylet, 
Which the blood follows, connect the two 
canulw, and work the piston siowly and stead- 
ilv, observing carefully the puise and respira- 
tery movements of the patient, taking care to 
obtain the earliest notice of any paia in the 
head or back, dizziness, momentary loss of 
vision or sense of pulmonary oppression. The 
perils to avoid are possible paralysis of the 
head by altering the vascular pressure too 
rapidly, introduction of clot, or injection of 
air, which, although usually supposed to be 
death, is not recessarily fatal, unless the bub- 
ble isa very large one. ü 
Fighting with Sharks.

He was 
immediately rescued by another fisher- 
man, and upon returning to his own boat 
found the upper jaw of the shark protruding 
through a ragged opening inthe boat, while 
the teeth of the lower jaw were fixed in the 
keel tike the teeth ofasaw. The shark was 
evidently unable to extricate itself and was 
lashing the sea into foam in its endeavors to 
escape. Finally it succeeded and disappeared, 
while the boat rapidly filled with water. 
However, by stuffing the aperture with their 
coats and tarpaulins, the fishermen managed 
to tow it safely ashore. 

Last week a biuesbark jumped clear into Ja 
fisherman’s boat, while endeavoring to seize a 
fish that had been hooked. Fortunately, how- 
ever, it jumped over the stern and slid length- 
wise into the boat or it would surely have 
capsized it. Tbe tishermen quickly dispatched 
the monster with the hbatchets they always 
carry for such emergencies. It measured six 
feet in length.

RAIDER MOSBY’S DAUGHTER. 


Deserting Her Guardians and Seeking 
Refuge Among Strangers. 
From the New York Herald. | 


The account of the mysterious disappear- 
ance of Florence Mosby, from her residence in 
St. Mark’s place, whigh the Herald published 
nearly two months ago, excited considerable 
attention, especiaily as the story was substan- 
tiated by the following: 

AW. person returning Florence Mosby, or Mose- 

by, tothe house in St. Mark’s place, from 
which she has been missing since the 13th inst., 
will be liberally rewarded. 

The above paragraph appeared in the ad- 
vertising columns of the Herald on the 24th 
day of April last, and investigations made 
since that date reveal astory which presents 
some remarkable points and illustrates a 
phase of life which is in some respects almost 
without a parallel. The facts, cleaned from 
various sources, are substantially as follows: 
Florence Mosby, a girl about sixteen years of 
age, was reported missing to 
Superintendent Walling on the 14th of April 
by Mrs. Smith, of No. 57 St. Mark’s Place. 
It was intimated that Miss Mos- 
by was the daughter of Gen. Mosby, the fa- 
mous Confederate soldier, who is at present 
the American Consul at Hong Kong. The 
statement made to the police is that she was a 
ward of Mrs. Camp, who lives at Somers, N. 
. The girl had been making a visit of sev- 
eral days at tbe house of Mrs. Smith, and on 
the day before, April 13, had mysteriously 
disappeared from the place, without leaving 
any clew by which her whereabouts could be 
learned. After hearing Mrs. Smith's state- 
ment Superintendent Walling instructed 
Captain McCullagh of the Seven- 
teenth Precinct, to begin work on the 
case, and spare no effort until Miss Mosby’s 
fate had been learned. Several detectives 
were sent out to hunt up the clews, and Capt. 
McCullagh devoted his entire time to the case, 
without any success. It seemed as if the 
missing girl would never be found, and the 
police were in despair. One man was sus- 
pected, and two special officers were detailed 
to shadow him night and day. So constant 
was the watch kept that the man 
became alarmed and contemplated 
flight from the city lest he should 
be arrested. When the advertisement 
quoted above was published, Mrs. 
Camp received a letter from Elbridge T. 
Gerry, president of the Society tor the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children, stating that 
Florence Mosby was in the hands of his so- 
ciety, and demanding to know by what right 
a reward was offered for her recovery. Mrs. 
Camp then called ut the office of the society 
and had an interview with Mr. Gerry. The 
latter stated that Miss Mosby, on leaving home, 
had proceeded direct to the society’s head- 
quarters and asked for protection. The rea- 
sons given by the young girl for deserting the 
Camp family were very strong, butof such a 
character as torender their publication im- 
prudent. The charges, however, were seri- 
ous, and Mr. Gerry decided to accept Miss 
Mosby as a voluntary charge. She 
told him that she was the daught- 
er of Gen. Mosby, but had not seen her fath- 
er, for many years. Mr. Gerry asked Mrs. 
Camp for her authority in asking for Miss 
Mosby, to whom the Camp family were not 
bound by any ties of relationship. The lady 
then stated that Miss Mosby was found living 
in a negro’s cabin near Jackson. Miss. The 
Camps became intensely interested in the lit- 
tle maiden and legally adopted her. About 
eight years ago she was brought to Somers, 
N. C., where she has since lived with Mrs. 
(amp and her two sons. She claimed that 
the girls blood was partly negro, but 
the statement was stamped as false 
by Mr. Gerry. The interview closed 
by Mrs. Camp threatening to commence 
a suit against the society for the girl’s recov- 
ery. The president informed her that the so- 
ciety would continue to protect its charge. 
Mr. Gerry then notified the police of Miss 
Mosby’s whereabouts, without offering any 
apology for concealing her so long while a 
search was being made. When Capt. Me- 
Cullagh learned the truth he was highly indig- 
nant and spoke of the society’s action as a 
piece of gross stupidity. At present prepar- 


ations are being made for a legal fight, on the ¢ 
result of which the future of Florence Mosby “ 


depends. Mrs. Camp has engaged a lawyer 
and has sent to the South for the indenture 
papers which bind the girl as a legal ward. 

A Herald reporter called, several days ago, 
upon Mr. Gerry and Superintendent Jenkins. 
Both gentlemen affected # mysterious air, and 
deelined to speak upon the subject further 
than to statethat the girl was in the hands of 
the society and would not be given up unless 
by order of the Supreme Court. A _ diligent 
search for the institution in which the girl is 
concealed was made without any favorable 
result, as the greatest care had been taken to 
prevent the story from obtaining pub- 
licity. The reporter learned yesterday 
that Miss Mosbv was living in the 
home of the Children’s Aid Society, 
at No. 27 St. Mark’s Place. A visit was 
paid tethe institution. Mrs. Hurley, the ma- 
iron, Was at first very reticent. On perceiv- 
ing, however, that the story was known, 
she eorrected afew inaccuracies in the de- 
tails. Miss Mosby, the matron said, bad been 
living in the building until a few days ago, 
when she was quietiy removed by the Socie- 
ty for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 
To the matron Florence bad aflirmed that she 
was Gen. Mosby’s daughter, and complained 
bitterly of the treatment which led her to 
leave her home in Somers. Mrs. Hurley 
was shocked upon examining the girl 
to find that she could neither read nor 
write. Aithough sixteen yeurs of age 
she was as unsophisticated in manner and 
simple in her speech as a child of ten years. 
She was very beautiful and wonderfully pro- 

ossessing, tall, of fair complexion, with light 
yiue eyes and dark brown hair. ‘‘Her 
features,“ said Mrs. Hurley, stamp her as 
an aristocrat, no matter where she came from. 
She is as cuileless a girl as I ever met. While 
she was here I became very much attached to 
her. As soon as she became settled we were 
startled to learn that Florence could neither 
read nor write. Mrs. Camp had never sent 
her to school, although she displays a creat 
desire to be educated and has now succeeded 
in mastering the alphabet.

LITTLE YOSOTARO YEZOYE. 


The Only Child Ever Born in America 
of Japanese Parents. 


From the New York Sun.! 


The youngest full-blooded Japanese in 
the United States lives at 347 West Fifty-ninth 
street. He will probably be the only person 
of American birth and unmixed Japanese ex- 
traction included in the census of 1880. He 
was born on the afternoon of the 3d inst., 
and his parents have given him the resonant 
name of Yosotaro Yezoye. Their names are 
Renzo and Kuma Yezoye. Mr. Renzo Yezoye 
isan importer of Japanese wares, and his 
place of business is at 48 Murray street. Vo- 
sotaro’s birth was not imparted to the public 
until Friday, when Dr. Alexander Strong, of 
50 Second avenue, the attending ohysician, 
filed his return to the Bureau of Vital Statis- 
tics. This slowness of announcement was 
due apparently to no other cause than the 
difticulty experienced in finding a suitable 
name for the babe. 

The reporter was ushered into Mr. Yezove’s 
sitting room last evening by Mrs. Belmont, the 
nurse, Mr. Yezoye being out. Mrs. Belmont 
made asignto a Chinese domestic who sat 
near the center table, bent nearly double in 
an effort to extract by the light of a single 
burner information from the pages of a 
Japanese newspaper, apparently printed in 
the characters that lend an air of mystery to 
tea chests. He rose softly, and lighted several 
burners. Then he retired to'a corner, and, 
folding his lower limbs into the smallest pos- 
sible compass, pored over his newspaper. The 
added light showed that every nook in the 
room was stored with costly Japanese ware. 
When Mrs. Belmont re-entered the room with 
a tiny bundle of embroidered white flannel in 
her arms, the impassive face of the Chinaman 
brightened for an instant, and he appeared 
about to smile. Then he caught the visitor's 
eye, and straightway relapsed into the stolid- 
ity of the Oriental domestic. 

Mrs. Belmont proudly unwound the folds 
of flannel, and displayed the tiniest Orienta! 
that ever was seen in the New World. 

‘*He’s the brightest child for his age that I 
ever saw, she said. Why, sir, he seems to 
know me already. He follows me with his 
eyes, it seems to me. And did vou ever see 
blacker eyes? From his nose down he is the 
picture of his father, but above he looks like 
his mother.“ 

Little Yosotaro’s black eyes are almond- 
shaped, his complexion is a rich clark brown, 
and his hair is straight and jet black. 

Did vou ever seew baby, said the nurse, 
„with a iner head of hair? And how proud 
his papa is of him, too! Why, you would 
think that the papa was a child again andthe 
baby was a new toy. A boy baby, you know, 


is much more valued by the Japanese than a 


girlbaby. There was much ado about nam- 
ing the baby, too. I suggested that he be 
named Perry, for Commodore Perry, who 
made the treaty with Japan, and bis father 
liked the idea ever so much. But after four 
days of deliberation Mrs. Yezoye had ber 
wav, and he is to be christened Yosotaro, the 
names of his great-grandfather and vrea\- 
grandmother combined, I believe.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Yezove are natives of Nagas- 
aki, Japan. His business here is a branch of 
a bouse in Japan that has been handed down 
from gereration to generation of his kindred 
fer about three centuries. He has been en- 
caved in traffic with this country for a num- 
ber of years, and be speaks English fluently. 
Ile was married about five years ago in Japan. 
His wife was then about IS and he 25 vears of 
age. Hespent mostof the past five vears in 
this country, in establishing his business. 
About a year ago he went to Japan and re- 
turned with his wife six months ago.

A DANGEROUS POWER. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the Dunn case is too important to the busi- 
ness men of this city to go unnoticed. It 
is in effect that a committee of either House 
of the Municipal Assembly may require 
every individual and every corporation in 
the city to submit all his or its books and 
papers to the committee for its inspection 
without showing that the city has 
any interest in the matter and without 
giving any reason whatever for doing so. 
This is not, and never was, and never ought 
to be, the law. It is admitted to bea broad- 
er, deeper and more dangerous power that 
any jurisdiction given to any court in the 
State. 

On questions which require a familiarity 
with the law-books the public will cheer- 
fully acquiesce in the decision of courts, 
but on great constitutional principles and 
guaranties, which are understood by the 
citizen fully as well as by the judges, their 
decisions do not conclude the controversy. 
To hold that a committee of the House of 
Delegates (which may consist of. one man 
only) may call for all the private books and 
papers of all firms and citizens with- 
out giving any reasons or showing 
that the inquiry is within the legislative 
power of the Assembly, is gross error. To 
hold that the citizen shall deliver over his 
private books and papers without any legal 
right to inquire into or show the scope 


or ohect of the inquiry, without 

appeal or any protection from the 

courte in which the citizen has the protec” 
* 


| tion of the laws, is to create a greater pow- 


er than ever was given or intended to be 
given to any political party in this country. 
The sooner this decision is reversed the 
better. 


THERE was a lwely little scene in the 
Trinity M. E. Church, Jersey City, last 
Sunday night. The Rev. Richard Harcourt, 
taking advantage of the Stonington-Narra- 
gansett disaster, preached, as per advertise- 
ment, a sensational sermon. Capt. Young, 
of the Narragansett, attended the service 
by way of edification. When the preacher 
reached that portion of the sermon where 
it became necessary to denounce the offi- 
cers and crew of the Narragansett as a 
pack of cowards the gallant Captain shout- 
ed out from his pew: Nou are a liar!’’ 
There was a stir, but the performance pro- 
ceeded. At the close Captain Young was 
arrested for disturbing a religious congre- 
gation. When arraigned beforathe Justice 
on Monday that worthy said that the Cap- 
tain had not disturbed the church service 
in the least. He had simply expressed 
his disapproval of one of the preacher’s 
sentiments and had created no more dis- 
turbance thereby than if he had indorsed 
him with a hearty „Amen.“ As the Cap- 
tain’s feelings had been considerably out- 
raged he turned him loose without preju- 
dice. If this new ruling as to what consti- 
tutes a disturbance ina religious meeting 
is confirmed by the higher courts it will 
prove important. 


Hon. GEORGE Hoapty, the Temporary 
Chairman of the Democratic National Con- 
vention, is one of the ablest lawyers at the 
Cincinnati bar. He was originallya Re- 
publican, entering the Democratic party in 
1872 over the Greeley bridge. In 1876 he 
was assigned to the preparation of the 
Oregon case in behalf of Mr. Tilden. His 
effort before the Electoral Commision was 
highly forensic but it failed to touch the re- 
flective faculties of the High Joints. Even 
the Democratic members were forced to 
treat it with indifference. Since that time 
Mr. Hoadly has been morbidly devoted to 
Tilden. He has clung to him with some- 


thing of the devotion that distinguished 


Dominie Sampson’s attachment to the 
fallen house of Bertram, and, like the pe- 
dantic tutor, he has had implicit faith that 
dark would be made light and wrong made 
right when Tilden’s right and Tilden’s 
might should meet on Ellangowan’s height 
at Cincinnati. 


THis evening a meeting of citizens will 
be held in room 22, Lindell Hotel, to con- 
sider the loose and bungling way in which 
the census has been taken in this city by 
Mr. Salomon and his assistants. Evidence 
accumulates daily that the enumeration 
was imperfect, and, when the facts are laid 
before Commissioner Walker in Washing- 
ton, we are confident that he will cordially 
indorse some plan for doing the work over 
or rectifying the errors. We are well 
aware of the fact that the tendency in all 
cities is toward inflation of population. 
Rivalry and the natural desire to go ahead 
always boost cities beyond their just pro- 
portions, but everybody knows that St. 
Louis has a population of at least 400,000. 
The buildings are here to show for it. 
Every public-spirited citizen should attend 
the meeting to-night and take counsel as to 
the best method to be pursued in securing 
justice for our city. 


THE speech of Judge Hoadly on taking 
the chair in the Cincinnati Convention this 
morning was 2 thoughtful and carefully 
prepared exposition of Democratic princi- 
ples. It bristles like a porcupine with good 
points. The Convention listened to it at- 
tentively for an hour, and then adjourned 
over night to let it soak in. 


THE suicide of Hade Brown’s wife, at Kan- 
sas City, yesterday, is a complete and mourn- 
ful romance. This girl, only twenty-one 
years old, has closed a sad life with a sadder 
death, and even in her death disappointment 
and disaster have followed her and made use- 
less her sacrifice. Hade Brown, as all the 
world knows, is now lying in the Kansas City 
jail for safe keeping while the gallows is be- 
ing made ready for his hanging at Moberly on 
Friday next. One court after another has 
decided that he must atone with his neck for 
the blood he has shed, and the last barrier 


between him and the hangman’s rope 
Was removed a month ago. When his 
wife, a beautiful girl, who loved her 


felon husband with all the strength of a heart 
made stronger by sorrow, knew that the time 
was coming for his shameful death, she re- 
solved, not alone to cheat the gibbet, butto 
pass with him into the darkness. Yesterday 
morning she went to see him, and, before she 
left the cell, ail the details of a double suicide 
had been arranged, a little package of poison 
bad been slipped into the doomed man’s 
band, and, kissing him with a warmth and a 
hope which bad not shone in her eyes since 
he was first torn from her side, she left him, 
to go home and die. He hid the arsenic and 
waited. She went home, put her house in 
order, sent her bov out to a friend, wrote 
a couple of letters, and then, with a 
firm and nervy hand, held a revolver to her 
head, and with one wild leap was out of the 
world and at peace. The man who had 
wrecked her life, however, hesitated, and put 
off dying from minute to minute. He was 
not as brave or as true as the woman who had 
died for him. As soon as she was found dead 
the letters she had written were opened, and 
her wild hope of having saved her husband 
wis known. An eager crowd rushed to the 
jail to learn if the tragedy had been complete, 
and in a few moments the Deputy Sheriffs 
had taken Brown out of his cell and deprived 
him of the poison, which, despite bis insane 
resistance, when it was too late, he bad very 
little real intention of taking. He will swing 
on Friday, with the consolation of know- 
ing that besides his first victim 
be bas duped a brave and true woman to 
death, a woman that was a thousand times too 
good for such a cowardly, treacherous assas - 
sin as he. 

P. S.—in summing up the devotion of Mrs. 
Brown to her husband it must be borne in 
mind that he had cruelly murdered her 
mother and maimed her father for life. Being 
thus deprived of the society and comfort of 
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her immediate relatives, she attached herself 
with Scriptural devotion to her talented but 
somewhat irascible husband. A8 Mrs. 
Brown was a fool, her taking off will not in- 
terfere with the motion of the spheres.

Mr. Boyle, 
the manager of the restaurant, 
was passing over the bridge this morniaog, 
when he stumbled upon a human head and 
shoulders, bowed in over the planking and 
attached by a stout thin clothes-line 
to the bridge railing. Atter the 
first sensation of faintness which the spectacle 
naturally called up Mr. Boyle picked up one 
of the man’s hands and found them to be guite 
COLD AND DEAD, 

No pulse was apparent,and, being satisfied that 
the man had gone over tothe silent majority.

His neck 
was not broken, but he had slowly.choked to 
death. Thethincord had cut deep into his 
neck, but there was no evidence of dislocation. 
In bis pockets were found the memorandum 
book mentioned above, Which contained a rec. 
ord of his work for the past three months,

The High Tribunal Reverses a Decision 
Against a Horse-Shark,

And Delivers an Opinion Relative 
to Dram-Shops, | 


Which Hits AH Around the Question, bat 
Misses the Main Issue. 


A Horse-Shark Case. 

In October, 1877, a man by the name of Hale 
went to Daniel Honig’s stable in St. Louis to 
buy a wagon. He was met by a gentlemau 
named Bakerwho had been attempting. for 
some time to buy a spanof horses from a Ger 
manwho happened to be standing near Hon- 
ing’s place of business at the time of the meetz 


ing. In the presence of Honig Baker told 
Hale that he would give him ten dollars if Hale 
would buy these horses which were there for 
him. The German that owned or was suppos- 
edtoown the horses represented himself as 
unable to 
to communicate through an interpreter. 
Baker persuaded Hale to buy the horses for 
3150 upon the 115 that he would 
immediately take them from him and give him 
310 for his bargain. Hale and the German 
went into Honig’s omce to havea billoft sale 
made out, and Baker, who had bis handfull or 
bank bills, told Hale to give his money to the 
clerk in the office and that it would.be return. 
ed directly. Hale took out all the money he 
had, 5100, and put it down on the desk. Then 
turning to Baker he asked his name in order to 


have it inserted in the bill of sate. 
The accosted party said that the bit! 
should be made out in ‘Hale’s' name 


andthat be (Baker) would give him the money 
directly. Hale refused to agree to that arrange 
ment, as he believed it to be nothing moretuan 
a trick, and demanded his money to be re. 
turned torthwith, but Honig tookthe money 
from the clerk and kept it, offering at the 
same time to allow Hale to take the horses 
provided he paid the other fitty dollars. Haie 
instituted suit in the Circuit Court, which was 
decided against Honig, who appealed to the 
Court ot Appeals. In reviewing the matter the 
Court gave the following opinion to day: 
There can be no ground for contending 
that the money was taken without 
Honig’s knowlcdge. So on the other hand itis 
equally clearthatthe defendant was not, as 
contended by the State, merely an accessory 
before thetact. It is not merely that he was 
tre principal in the design, who allowed the 
trick to be played on his premises and through 
his men and horses, butfrom first to last he 
was at hand and it was he who consummategd 
the offense. He eannot at the same time beta 
the Jarceny and, in the legal sense, a priner- 
pal receiver of the stolen property. The judg- 
ment against Honig was reversed and the case 
remanded back to the Circuit Court tor final 
disposition. 


Coneernming Dram-Shops. 

In the case ot the State vs. M. A. Rosenblatt, 
an action on quo warranto, the object ot 
which was to show by what rigut the respond. 
ent exercises the duthority of granting or re 
tusing State licenses to dram-shops in the city 
Of St. Louis, the Court of Appeals to-day en- 
tered judgmentin favor of the respondent, 


deciding the case by this line of reasoning: 
The general lawinregardto dram-shops at 
the time at the adoption of the Scheme ani 
Charter of St. Louis provided at that time, 
As it does now, that no person shall retail 
spirituous liquors without taking out a license; 
thut application for such license shall be made 
to the County Court, and shall state where the 
shop is kept, and that, if the court be of opin- 
ion that the applicant is of good eliaracter, it 
shall grant the license for six months, etc. 

It is contended that the act of May 2d, 1577, 
makes it the duty of the Municipal Assembly, 
the Muyor and Cowptroller of St. Louis to per- 


form all duties which are now or may 
hereafter be Dy law imposed upon 
the county courts 01 the different

Ike manner to perform ail duties imposed \y 

law upon a county clerk, and that, toerefore, 
wherever the words count court’’ occur in 
the general dram shop law, we read ‘*Mupicip

able to St. Louis. 

THIS INTERPRETATION 

of the law of Mav 2, 1877, might lead to great 
practical difficulties, and to positions which 
itis dimcult to contemplate. Nor do we (the 
Court) think this is the meaning of the act. Its 
ecope, as seen by its title, is to 
contirm the laws of the State 
aid its object evidently is to effect thie by pro- 
viding that laws of a general nature intended 
to apply tothe whole state shall not lose their 
operation in the city of St. Louis because the 


- officer named in any act, or the prover ofticer 


to carry out its provisions, is not known un- 
derthe charter of St. Louis by the official 
name common to oflicers performing such 
functions throughout the State. The ordi- 
nance making it the duty of the City Collector 
to execute the provisions ofgthe dram-shop or: 
dinance seems to be a legitimate exercise ot 
the powers there given to the General Assem 

bly,and the Court saw nothingin conflict with 
any provision of the Constitution or with any 
legislative enactment in its provisions, in this 
respect. The demurrerto the return ot the 
Collector was overruled and judgment rend 

ered in fuvor of that ofloer.

Goddard’s Difficulty with the Merchants’ 
Kxchange. 


Elbridge Goddard, who originally appeared 
in the Circuit Court and asked for an injuxe- 
tion to restrain the Merchants’ Exchange ot 
St. Louis and {ts board of directors from cen 
suring;suspending or expelling him, or torm de- 


priving him of his membership in the Ex 
change for his retusal to pay Meyer, another 
member, a balance due to the latter, appealed 
his cause to the Court of Appeals as soon as it 
was decided against him. 

The. money Goddard held was due him 
for the first ten days’ storage due 
on certain wheat bought by him from 
Meyer. This storage charge Goddard refused 
to pay, and deducted the amount from tue o 
iginal bill. 

Meyer tnen preferred charges against the de- 
fendant, who immediately brought the sult 
for injunction, which has already been men- 
tioned. His bill was dismissed, but, believing 
he hud a good cuuse of action, he carrie: the 
matter vp to the Court olf Anpeals, where tt 
was finally disposed of to-day by that tribu 
nal’s refusal to reverse the judgment of the 
court below.

<iz—The grand jury for the May term, 1880, 
‘peg leave to submit their Unal report. We 
have foundsixty-one true bills, and have ig- 
yored sixteen bls as shown Dy previous par- 
tialreports in connection herewith. 

In accordance to law, we have visited the 
city jail and other public institutions, and beg 
leave to report that we found them generally 
under most excellent management. To par- 
ticularize would be invidious. 

We regret, however, to call attention to the 
want ot clealiness and police at the City 
Jail, which, we suggest, could be materially 
improved upon by the officar in charge there- 
ot. We beg leave tocall the attention of the 

city government to the urgent demand at the 
City Hospital tor an elevator. 

We tound theroof at the Work house leak- 
ing badly. We know this from having been 
there during a hard rain storm, and it should 
be repaired at once. Thereis alsoa luck of 
proper drainage tor want of seweruge con- 
nection at this institutien. 

We most heartily endorse the suggestion of 
the Superintendent of the Work mouse to 
change the »resent system of labor for women 
fromthe **:rock pile“ to the manufacturing 
ot brushes, brooms and other light lubor, and 
trust the authorities will make the necessary 
arrangement to enable him to carry out his 

Dur pose. 

' We recommend the great importance ot 
separating boys and girls sentto tue llouse ot 
Refuge under criminal charges from tue inno- 
cent, whose misfortune makes them the objects 
oftmunicipal charity. The Insane Asvium is 
greatly in want of an intirmary, 
that patients suffering trom con 
tagious diseases may be separated trom 
Others, We would also recommend that the 
assistant pliysicians of this institution should 
be paid a salary to justify men of professional 
Skill and attainments to undertake the im 
portant work with which they are charged. 

We most urgently recommend that the ela- 
vator pow in course of construction at the 
Women’s Hospital be completed, which will 
utilize the money already expended upon it. 

In accordance to your special instruction we 
have examined the books of the various off. 
cials having charge of public monies and beg 
seave to submit the reports of the several com- 
mittees having charge of such investigation 
which gre made a part of this report. We urge 
the importance of the taking of ante mortem 
stutements of persons taken tothe city insti- 
tutions suffering from mortal wounds, by 
the ofticers in charge, it being 
a duty which they owe to the 
state, and being of the greatest assistance 
to the officers charged with the prosecution of 
crime. Our thanks are due to the Court and 
prosecuting attorney for courteous attention 
and advice during our sessions, and we 
specially acknowledge our obligations 
to the Aasistant Circuit Attorney. E. A. 
Noonan, tor the able manner he has assiste 
us in the prosecution of our labors. 

We would also return thanks to Col. John 
P. Bull, Deputy Sherift, for the efficient and 
taithtul manner he has attended us during our 
session.

Barr & Co. Report 170 Per- 
sons Not Taken in the Census.

A Census to be Taken By the Citizens Com- 
plaints Still Pouring In At the 
Census Bureau. 


—— — 


There is nosign of abatement in the indig- 
nation ot the citizens concerning the Census 
Fraud. Complaints still pour in on the 
Posr DISPATCH by the dozen. Mr. Franklin, 
of Wm. Barr & Co.’s dry goods store, reports 
this morning 170 persons who have been 
omitted. The call fora meeting of citizens 
this evening ats o’clock at the Lindell Hotel 
has met with a hearty response, and it looks 
now asifparlor No. 22 would be unable to 
hold all who will attend. Thecall was issued 
by some of our most prominent business 


men. Judge Lindley will attend the meeting 
and deliver an address. Prompt action wili 
be takenthisevening and two plans will be 
discussed, one of which is certain to be adopt- 
ed. It is proposed, if suflicientfunds can be 
raised or guaranteed, thatthe census be im- 
mediately retaken. The work will probablv 
be entrusted to a shiewd man like Gould, who 
will employ four times the number ot enumer - 
ators engaged inthe oficial census, so that 
work can be rapidly done. 
men of ability and experience 
be chosen. It is then pro- 
posed that Major Salomon be requested to 
compare his returns with those furnished vy 
the citizens, and correct any Omissions before 
sending his figures on to Washington. In con- 
versation with the Post. DISPATCH reporter 
MR. GEORGE BAIN 

said that some such plan asthe above would 
probably be adopted. Mr. Bain suid hethougnt 
Major Salomon honest, but that he was im- 
sed upon by his negligent suborainates, 
Mr. D. T. Rowland will at the meeting propose 
that advertisements be inserted in the papers 


calling for volunteers. He believes 
that one person can be found 
in every block in the city 


who willdo the work willingly and without 
remuneration, and thus a correct census can 
be taken cheaply and promptiv. Mr. Rowland 
volunteers to take the census in the block on 
which he resides, and Mr. Morgan, the secre 

tary ofthe Exchange, also offers to dothe 
same. Itisthought thatthe entire work can 
be accomplished at a less cost than $5,000. 
There is no doubt that the representative men 


of the city are thoroughly aroused. 
They are aware of the immense 
damage which will be done to 


the interests of the city by the publication of 
any incomplete returns. Active measures are 
sure to be taken at the meeting to-night. 
Meanwhile the Supervisur and his chief clerk, 
Mr. Ihempson, seem to have no defense. 
They pretend to believe that it will all come 
outright iu the end. They furnish the names 
of persons who huve reported that they have 
not been taken by the enumerators, which they 
Say ure on their lists, and thus claim that 
many of the statements published by the pa- 
pers aye incorrect. But the percentage of such 
names is too small for their purpose. 

lHiow do they account for the two blocks 
omitted with over 500 persons? How forthe 
170 names furnished by Messrs. Barr & Co, to- 
day? 

‘ IN FACT THEY HAVE NO ANSWER. 

Ten days ago Mr. Thompson said thatthe 
work in the city was about completed and 
that in two or three daysthe returnsin the city 
would be finished. This may be verified by 
a reference to an interview had with Mr. 
Thompson and published on June l4th, in 
whieh on his authority it was stated thatthe 
city census was all but completed and four 
days atthe most would terminate the work. 
That was before the howl] of indignation went 
up from the citizens, and before the blanders 
and negligence ofthe enumerators were dis- 
cussed. Now thatis allchanged. Mr. Thomp- 
son and Mr. Salomon assert that the work is 
not done; that it is not nearly completed. 
What has brought about this rapid and won- 
derful metamorphosis: Why, simply the fact 
that Major Salowon has been forced to recog- 
nize his blunders and been obliged to compel 
his enumerators to go over their work aguin 


because it had been done in 
such u slipshod manner. Directly 
he saw the storm approaching he wrote 


to Washington asking more time, and the de- 
partment replied granting the request. Then 
he announees that the census is not nearly 
complete. That is about the nimsiest defense 
that could have been set up. Whvisn't it 
complete’ Beeause many of the enumerators 
were grossiv negligent and had to dotheir 
work again when theirinnumerable omissions 
were reported. Another defenseis the report- 
ing ot the names aliged to de found on the 
lists. That is only asophistical defense. Yes- 
terday, forexample, the POST-DISPATCH an- 
nounced that no census had beentaken at 
2305 Chestnut street. At the time it had not 
been taken, but during the day the enumera- 
tor called and gotthe required information. 
That will now probably be given tothe public 
as a triumphant proot that the Census Bureau 
is correct and the public wrong. The more the 
matter is investigated the more apparent it is 
that there never was a case of more gigantic 
blundering than the present taking of the cen- 
sus in this city. 


At the Census Bureau. 

At the Census Bureau things were quieter to- 
day. Mr. Thompson was busily engaged writ- 
ing notices to the enumerators in the various 
districts of persons and families who have 
been reported skipped. In reply to an inquiry 


for news, he said n was moving on 
smoothly and that many of the names reported 
as skipped were found on the lists. Several 
postaisfrom enumerators who believe that 
they have done their work correctly were re- 
ceived, correcting talse a of names skip- 
ped in their precincts. Mr. Thompson said: 
1 have no idea of what the citizens’ 
meeting to be held atthe Lindell this evening 
wil] result in. Since yesterday I learned 
that Mr. Walker, superintendent at Washing 
ton,jsays be has the power to order a re-enum- 
eration of the census it he thinks it nécessary. 
About twenty-five complaints have been re- 
ceived at the office this morning as having been

EDITOR—Dear Sir: You are evidently, to 
Say the least, precipitate in your condemna- 
tion of the District Supervisor and his enumer- 
ators, when I conceive that the fault lies in 
the restrictions of the law and instructions, 
which read as follows: ‘‘By the act of March 
3, 1879, the time occupied in the enumera- 
tion is made an element of the enumerators’ 
compensation, tc the extent thatthe compen- 
sation allowed any enumerator east of the 
100th meridian sh not exceed an average of 
$4 per day, of ten hours actual field work 
each, and the compensation allowed to an 
enumerator west of the 100th meridian shall 
not exceed $6 r working day of equal 
length. Under instructions trom the Super- 
intendent of Census I have to inform you that 
the following rates of compensation will be 
allowed in your district under the provisions 
of the acts approved March 3, 1879, and April 
20, 1880, to wit: 
For each living inhabitant enumerated 
(echedule No. 1), 2 cents. 

For each death reported (schedule No. 5), 
5 cents.
